JACK BARRY: 


The ideas generally brought out in the 
draft program are correct. However, there 


are certain important criticisms which must 
be made of it. Indeed, it will not serve its 
purpose unless many changes are made. 
These changes must be made in order to 
overcome the following weaknesses: 1. It 
does not sufficiently refiect the vivid experi- 
ences of youth today. 2. It does not state in 
a bold, concise way the perspective of our 
CL. It lacks clearness and emphasis in 
posing most important questions and their 
solution. 3. The language is difficult, unclear, 
often unnecessarily agitational and drawn 
out. 

American youth is alive, moving forward, 
acting and thinking. Hundreds of thousands 
are joining unions, Negro youth for the first 
time hold a Southern Negro youth confer- 
ence, there is the pilgrimage for the Youth 
Act. The draft program does not reflect all 
this and it must. Instead of speaking of fas- 
cism as such, we should utilize the findings 
of the LaFollette investigations, and rather 
than anti-fascist youth we should say, “for 
democracy.” The whole tone of the intro- 
duction must be more positive. 

The draft program does not hammer home 
at the most important things.

in Berlin. The ideas were the ideas of war- 
mad Hitler and Mussolini. The Hearst edi- 
torial of which we speak could be accepted 
with avidity in the imperialist press of Ja- 
pan and endorsed by the Araki fascists. 
Hearst wrote: 

“Russia is thus a nation with which 
America must have war in the future.” 

That's what Hitler screeches in and out 
of season. That is the aim of Fascism. 

But Mr. Hearst forgets that Hitler and 
Araki (the Japanese leading militarist-fas- 
cist) have signed and sealed a document for 
war against the Soviet Union and AGAINST 
THE UNITED STATES. 

When Troyanovsky solemnly pledges So- 
viet collaboration with the forces of democ- 
racy for peace against the war aggressors, 
Americans know, what Hearst for his Fas- 
cist friends is trying to conceal, that that 
offer of cooperation is to maintain the peace 
of the Pacific—and the world—against the 
Nazi-Japanese war alliance aimed at the 
United States. 

The Soviet Union is holding out the hand 
of friendly collaboration in the interest of 
all peace- and liberty-loving humanity. The 
American people should and will accept that 
gesture and reject the Hitler-Mussolini- 
Araki policy of war fostered by the vilest 
betrayer of the interest of the American 
people, William Randolph Hearst.

President Roosevelt’s budget message is 
a death sentence for the Wagner-Steagall 
Housing Bill or any federal housing program. 
There are no appropriations for housing in 
that message. There is, moreover, a clearly 
expressed disapproval of any and all ex- 
penditures not included in the budget. 

Roosevelt emphasized his scuttling of the 
housing and tenancy programs at his press 
conference after he sent his message to Con- 
gress. Wrote the New York Times: 

“The President said at his press con- 
ference this afternoon that funds might 
be found out of appropriations already 
made to start the housing and tenancy 
programs without adding to the budget 
problem.” 

What appropriations? There are no 
funds hanging around loose. And we are 
certain Roosevelt has no intention of cutting 
even a nickle off the billion dollars for war 
preparations. The President’s vagueness 
gives his game away. ä 

And all to save 850,000,000. That is 
all that the Wagner-Steagall Bill calls for 
as an immediate appropriation. It is little 
enough, but even this is too much for the 
Big Business reactionaries and real estate 
sharks to whom Roosevelt has surrendered 
on the question of housing. 

Was THIS what the American people 
voted for on Nov. 3? 

Ten million American families living in 
houses unfit for human habitation. Ten mil- 
lion families subjected to the dangers of 
disease, fire and crime in slums and shanties 
throughout the country. 

The death sentence against a federal 
housing program can and must be re- 
versed. Tax those who live in palatial 
mansions in order to provide decent homes 
for those who live in hovels and slums. 

Roosevelt may have surrendered to 
reaction, but let the trade unions, tenant 
organizations and all progressive groups 
show him that the American people have 
just begun to fight!
